And surely there are loopholes in the pro­ 
cedure by which congressmen can cover up 
their trespasses before the report is made 
public, unless all the congressmen and the 
committee are diligent about enforcing the 
new Hiles.

The immediate challenge is in finding the 


solutions to the problems that are arising in 
Africa 
A couple of current 
developments 


there illustrate the magnitude of the prob­ 
lems 
On the one hand, there is Algeria a colony 


so sophisticated, so highly developed that 
many Frenchmen consider it just another 
province of France and the rebels argue that 
they have all the human resources required 
to run an independent nation 
Algeria has 


been the scene of the longest and bloodiest 
war for independence fought to date on the 
continent of Africa 
On the other hand, there is the Belgian 


Congo, which is going to get its independence 
next Thursday whether it is ready for it or 
not 
Independence was first talked about in 


♦ he Congo only three or four years 
ago. 


Among the natives who will be taking over 
the new government there are 12 senior civil 
aecvants and 16 university graduates. 


It is primarily an amalgamation of prim­ 
itive tribes, many of whom hate each other 
and most of whom understand no language 
but their own A good many of the members 
of the newly elected parliament came to 
the city for the first time in their lives when 
they convened to take over the government. 
The tribal chiefs do not want to relinquish 
their ancient authority in favor of anybody 
in Leopoldville 
The rebel leaders do 
not 
agree with each other on how freedom should 
be administered

unnecessary. Ile added that vic­ 
tory on that basis would create 
a new alignment of political forces 
in America 
Second. Sen. Lyndon Johnson of 
Texas is known to tie bitterly re­ 
sentful of the failure of well-off 
Northern Democrats to back his 
presidential candidacy-—alter the 
praise they heaped on him for his 
conservative Senate management. 


THE SOUTHERN breakaway be­ 
gan in 1928 when Herbert Hoover 
won the states of Virginia, North 
Carolina, Tennessee, Florida and 
Texas. At the time, the rift was 
blamed on the Catholic religious 
faith of his opponent, Allred E. 
Smith. 
The civil rights breakaway start­ 
ed in 1948, when four states. Mis­ 
sissippi. Alabama. Louisiana and 
South Carolina, bolted to support 
the rump Dixiecrat ticket of Thur­ 
mond and Wright. 
In 1952. President Eisenhower 
carried Virginia, Tennessee, Flor­ 
ida and Texas, and in 1956 held all 
of those by increased majorities 
plus Louisiana. 
In all states in the South, except 
Mississippi. Eisenhower increased 
his strength over Adlai Stevenson 
between 1952 and 1956. 
In the latter year Ike missed in 
North Carolina by only 15,500 and 
in Arkansas by a scant 26,(HK). 
In light of these figures it is not 
hard to understand why any south­ 
ern presidential nominee this year 
should he fearful as to the South. 
And for Kennedy, a Catholic, there 
is the memory of what happened 
to Al Smith. 
On the other hand all polls have 
shown Kennedy stronger than any 
o t h e r 
Dmocratic 
candidates 
throughout the Northeast and in 
big industrial states elsewhere. 


CERTAINLY Kennedy has great 
strength in all New England and 
most political commentators be­

his week long stay in Austria The 
Soviet Premier, not very popular 
in Austria, is due in Vienna .lune 30 
During their three days in the 
Austrian capital. Khrushchev and 
his aides will occupy the first floor 
of the de loxe Imperial Hotel 
The Soviet strongman, ironically 
will occupy the same corner suite 
once assigned to Adolf Hitler The 
rest of the hotel will tie aswarm 
with tourists. 
Security precautions to safeguard 
Khrushchev are aggrav ated by Aus­ 
tria's refusal to intern potential 
assassins from the ranks of Iron 
Curtain refugees 
France had taken such arbitrary 
measures 
during 
Khrushchev s 
recent visit, but the Austrian gov­ 
ernment refused similar action, on 
the grounds that it is "unconstitu­ 
tional.’’ 
This country is teeming with ex­ 
iles from Hungary, Romania and 
other Iron Curtain countries 
During his tour of the country, 
which will take him to most major 
Austrian cities. 
Khrushchev will 
ride through the open countryside 
in an unprotected postoffice bus. 


Along this Itinerary, tho travel­ 
ing dignitaries will encounter anti- 
Soviet demonstrations held not only 
by refugee groups but by virtual­ 
ly every Austrian youth organiza­ 
tion.

The state visit was planned to 
reciprocate a similar visit to the 
Soviet Union two years ago by 
Julius Raab.

h e n I a p p e a r e d on the “Jack Paar Show” not 
too long ago, the conversation turned to 
physical fitness and comic Johnny Carson re­ 
marked: “Push-ups? I can’t do one of them.” The 
audience quaked with laughter as he went into a 
20-minute monologue about how completely "out- 
of-shape” he was. 
I confess I laughed as heartily as anyone else, 
but actually too many Americans disparage physi­ 
cal fitness. They assume that it means the bulging 
muscles shown in body-building ads. 
But that’s not it at all. 
Physical fitness can affect your whole perspec­ 
tive on life. A man who feels “in the pink” physi­ 
cally can do more work and adjust to situations 
better than his neighbor who is physiologically 
sluggish and run-down. It has been my experience 
that- a sickly, out-of-shape person is a person 
struggling socially, economically, and in almost ev­ 
ery other way. 
I lecture throughout the country on fitness. After 
one of my talks in a large city, a portly man in his 


late 30s approached me and said, somewhat trucu­ 
lently: “It must be nice to get into the kind of con­ 
dition that you suggest. I wish I had the time. 
Personally, after IO hours at the office I’m bushed. 
And if I did traipse off to a gym, my kids would 
hardly ever see me.” As a glum afterthought, he 
added: “Besides, it’s no fun getting into shape.” 
W ithout realizing it, he had summarized the 
“argum ents” against fitness. Most of us hold rel­ 
atively sedentary jobs, and attaining physical fit­ 
ness in our leisure time can be hard work—and 
time taken from our families if we make it so. 
I’ve discovered, however, that physical fitness 
can be a family project—for Mom, Dad, and the 
kids—and w hat’s more, it can be great family fun. 
I don’t suggest that families should become pri­ 
vate gym clubs. But by planning family activities 
which everyone enjoys and which are healthful, too, 
we can all attain physical fitness—and as a bonus, 
a closer-knit family. There are countless activities 
that meet these requirements. 
At my house, for instance, a rainy day is the 


signal for tumult. From the noise, passers h 
might think that mayhem is being perpeti.it. 
Actually, we’re roughhousing, and we all encl up 
a howling mass of twisted arms and legs 
Surprisingly, though, roughhousing is more t h 
fun. Its great exercise, using neatly every mu 
in your body. 
Another family project with the twofold ohjt 
five of fun and fitness is bicycling. The whole fat 
ily gets outdoors to places the family car will n. 
take them. In some cities, cycling can be dang, 
ous, but even if the bikes have to be tied onto til 
back of the car and transported to a safe area, th- 
dividends in fun alone make it worthwhile An 
you’d be surprised how much a weekly bicyclo! 
party can do for your health.

such a kick out of it that they’re now getting up 
at 6 a m. to get in a rousing game before starting 
their workday. 
Many games considered too "childish” for adults 
will pleasantly surprise. There’s no loss of digmt\ 
in riding a bicycle with your children or playing 
a game of touch football with them. These are not 
things to snicker at but rather to applaud 
Any athlete will tell you that getting into poi 
feet physical shape for competition is a gruelling 
business, but attaining good physical health can he 
fun if you use your imagination.

known scientifically as lepidoptera,

To tell them apart, 
remember that 
butterflies prefer

D irectly useful to man. bees pro­ 
duce 242 million pounds of honey 


and 4*2 million pounds of beeswax 
annually, besides pollinating scores 
of agricultural plants.

My FriendMAMIE 


Acquaintance with people like Clement Attlee and Sir 
Winston Churchill never lets Mamie forget old friends.

m e t m y f r i e n d M a m ie during the war, just after 
General Eisenhower had gone overseas to 
launch the attack on North Africa. A girl I knew, 
Kitty, was staying at the Eisenhower apartm ent in 
the W ardman Park Hotel in Washington, and she 
invited me down for a weekend. 
She also invited me to shop for bedspreads and 
curtains which, due to wartim e shortages, were 
more plentiful in New York than in the District 
of Columbia. I arrived on a Friday evening in June, 
1943, lugging my bulky package of curtains. 
Kitty greeted me and introduced me to Mamie, 
and I noticed for the first time those clear blue 
eyes that sparkle with friendship. 
It is hard to do Mamie justice either by words 
or photographs. Nothing can convey the freshness 
of her complexion, the delicacy of her coloring, ot­ 
her feminine daintiness—nor can any still picture 
convey her vitality or her healthy animation which 
is as powerful as an electric current. 
My first weekend in W ashington was a quiet one. 


It was fiercely hot (those were the days before 
air conditioning). The curtains I had brought down 
proved to be too long for Mamie's windows, so we 
sat hemming them up and chatting in our night­ 
gowns! It was a completely relaxed and intimate 
two days. 
My wartime job was in the New York office of 
the OPA (Office of Price Adm inistration), and 
every time I had to go to the national office in 
Washington I stayed with Mamie in her spare room 
(Kitty had returned to her home in New Jersey). 
Mamie lived quietly during the war years, stay­ 
ing in her apartm ent most of the time. I soon 
learned it was the gathering place for the wives 
of other generals who were overseas. The women 
met in the evening to play mahjong, to talk, to 
share news, and to comfort one another, though 
the war, as such, was rarely discussed. 
It was at this tim e that I learned that everything 
in Mamie's life is placed on a very personal basis. 
I would hustle in from New York, full of what I

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considered pertinent questions, having studied the 
war news on the train, and would ask, “How does 
the General say the war is going?” 
“Oh,” she’d answer, “he says it’s cold. I’m send­ 
ing him some heavier socks!” 
So, I repeat, the campaigns, the strategy, the 
politics of the war were not discussed by the gen­ 
erals’ wives. Their concern was for their husbands, 
and to mask their anxiety they would sing popu­ 
lar songs, with Mamie at the piano. 
A fter a game of mahjong they would eat a cold 
meat loaf (in order to stretch their ration points). 
Mamie, incidentally, had nothing in her larder that 
other housewives didn’t have, except possibly a jar 
of powdered coffee and a few extra packs of ciga­ 
rettes from the Army PX. Mamie used neither her­ 
self—they were there for the convenience of her 
friends. Those Army wives are the same ones with 
whom she still-spends her Saturday afternoons 
(when she gets one to herself) in the White House. 
Once when I called Mamie from New York and 


asked if I could use the spare room, she demurred 
gracefully. I was somewhat perturbed as she had 
always been insistent that I stay with her on my 
W ashington visits rather than at a hotel. It wasn’t 
until long afterward that I learned I had called 
during a secret 10-day leave which General Eisen­ 
hower managed to spend with his wife between 
North Africa and the move to England. 
An amusing incident occurred during this leave 
which Ike himself told me about after the war. It 
seems he put his feet up on a newly upholstered 
sofa and was politely ordered by his wife to re­ 
move them. He laughed and said, “I may have been 
Suprem e Allied Commander in Europe—but I sure 
knew who was boss at home!” 
When Ike returned in 1945, I met him for the 
first time. He greeted me with his famous grin and 
said, “I’m so glad to know you, Maggie. Mamie’s 
letters have mentioned you often.” 
That I was charmed goes without saying but, 
more significantly, I noted that Ike accepted me 


completely because I was Mamie’s friend. I real­ 
ized then the complete trust and dependence these 
two have in each other. Anyone who might think 
otherwise hasn’t seen them together. 
After the war. Ike became chief of staff, and he 
and Mamie settled down in Q uarters No. I at Fort 
Myers, Arlington, Va. Although Ike had become 
an international hero, they resumed the normal 
course of their long marriage with Mamie in the 
role she plays so easily, that of devoted wife and 
mother. My own husband had returned from the 
war, and now when we visited, we were four. 
In due course, Ike became president of Columbia 
University, and they moved into the big house, 
freshly redecorated for them, on Morningside 
Drive in New York City. We saw them more often 
during this period since we had all become New 
Yorkers. Mamie loved the big new house, though 
she confessed that she hated to leave Fort Myers 
and her comfortable old house there. 


T 


h is i s characteristic. Moving from place to place 
and house to house is the customary lot of an 
Army wife. Mamie was always able to make each 
new house homey and comfortable, but leaving the 
established home was always a wrench. She be­ 
came so fond of the big Columbia house that she 
actually cried when she had to leave it to move 
into the White House. Through her tears she said, 
“Nearly every woman in this country has a home 
she can consider her own. I have always had to 
live in places not my own!" 
It seemed a pathetic sentim ent from one about 
to move into the White House as our First Lady, 
but I haven’t the slightest doubt she will have 
pangs of regret when she has to leave there. Of 
course, the Gettysburg Farm, where Ike and 
Mamie will retire, has particular significance for 
them. It is the first home they have ever owned! 
At Morningside Drive, their favorite spot was 
the top floor, a big glassed-in sun porch. Here we 
would be invited to what she called “kitchen sup­ 
per”—a buffet of casserole dishes—and it was al­ 
ways very informal and great fun. 
On one occasion, a Sunday afternoon, we called 
on them and were greeted warmly as usual. Mamie 
was in a pink negligee and Ike was in an old 
sweater and slacks, having spent the day painting 
We were discussing the somewhat unexpected 
news that Gov. Thomas Dewey had just announced 
that he was endorsing General Eisenhower for 
President! (Dewey’s statem ent was startling be­ 
cause Ike had consistently denied that he wanted 
to run.) Our conversation wasn’t many minutes 
old before Sergeant Moaney appeared. (Moaney 
had been Ike's orderly during the war and still is 
his personal valet in the White House.) The Ser­ 
geant announced that reporters were at the door 
asking for the General’s reaction to Dewey’s state­ 
ment. Ike said. “Oh, tell them I’m not dressed.” 
Mamie quickly amended, “No, Moaney. Tell 
them we have company.” 
Apparently Moaney delivered both messages be­ 
cause later, on the radio at home, we heard an 
announcer speculating as to who the guests could 
be if the Eisenhowers weren’t dressed! 
On another occasion, I was chatting with Mamie 
on the phone. It was early November, and I m en­ 
tioned that my sister Agnes de Mille, with whom 
we usually shared our Thanksgiving celebration, 
was away. Mamie responded instantly, “Come eat 
Thanksgiving dinner with us.”

Feeling I’d played on her sympathy, 
I sought to give her an “out.” “Don’t 
you have to discuss it?” I was thinking, 
of course, that Ike might have some 
other plans. 
“Why should I have to discuss it?” 
she retorted. "I make the social engage­ 
ments in this house, so I'll expect you.” 
Once again I’d seen a demonstration 
of Mamie’s positive approach to what 
she regards as her own domain. Outside 
of that domain, she is reticent. When 
world events are being discussed by 
people she considers better qualified to 
talk—her husband, for instance—she 
sits by quietly and listens. 
Early in 1951, we kissed them good­ 
by. The General had accepted the post 
as commander of SHAPE and NATO, 
and they were to live outside Paris un­ 
til June, 1952, when he came home to 
accept the presidential nomination. 
During this time, our letters flew 
back and forth. Mamie’s were always 
friendly, personal, and full of “girl 
talk.” She’d ask me to buy little things 
she’d seen advertised in the New York 
newspapers, and as I was by this time 
fashion director of a large New York 
departm ent store, nothing was easier 
for me to do. 
Shopping for Mamie has been one of 
the small ways in which I’ve sought to 
repay her friendship. Our tastes are so 
similar it has never been a problem for 
me. Mamie had always admired my 
hats, so it was natural that I should 
introduce her to Sally Victor, who has 
made her hats since the famous gray 
one she wore at the first inauguration. 
A charming memory comes to mind 
in regard to the inaugural hat. I was 
sitting in Mamie’s bedroom at M orn­ 
ingside Drive while she was having the 
final fitting. Her young granddaughter, 
Barbara Anne, was there, parading 
around with a crown on her head made 
from cut-up newspapers. Mamie was 
telling her a story, and Barbara Anne 


kept asking, “Then what happened?” 
So Mamie, about to become the First 
Lady, about to appear before millions 
on movie and television screens, about 
to take her place in our history, went 
right on with her fitting while she con­ 


tinued, “And so, the beautiful young 
princess . . .” 
I believe Mamie would prefer to be 
with her grandchildren than with any 
of the famous personalities she meets 
as wife of the President! 


Since Mamie has been in the White 
House, I’ve naturally seen less of her. 
The demands on her time are constant 
When I’m in Washington, however, she 
always manages to squeeze in a per­ 
sonal visit, even if it’s only for a half 


hour, and we sit and chat like old 
friends. If the call is in the morning, 
Mamie will be sitting up in a great 
double bed, wearing a pink bed jacket 
and a pink ribbon in her hair, and look­ 
ing as fresh as a spring morning.

Mamie converses as re- 
laxedly as a neighbor over the back 
fence, and at the end of a conversation 
which may have lasted 40 minutes, 
she ll say, “Maggie, I'm sorry. I know 
you’re busy and I ve kept you so long!” 
I wish everyone's telephone manners 
were as good as Mamie's. When I call 
her, I give my name and in a matter 
of minutes shes on the phone. True, 
though, I ve learned when to call. It's 
always during the morning hour which 
is split between her household duties 
and keeping in touch with her many 
old friends 
And when she calls me, she is on the 
phone waiting to speak. I learned my 
lesson on this score when I was working 
in the store.

I finished what 
I was doing and sauntered leisurely to 
the phone. There was Mamie herself, 
waiting to talk. I apologized for keep­ 
ing her waiting, to which she replied,

busy you are." 
By this time next year, my friend 
Mamie will be a private citizen once 
more. She and Ike probably will be liv­ 
ing in Gettysburg in their own home 
for the first time in their married lives. 
Perhaps I shall see her more often. 
But see her or not, I feel as close to 
her as I do to my friend next door. I 
know that wherever I am in tin- world, 
I can lift the phone and there she’ll be, 
saying cheerfully; “Hi, Maggie dear, 
what can I do for you?"

The Great 
Camel 
Fiasco

F 


a r o u t on the Arizona desert, at the edge 
of the village of Quartzite, there's a 
small monument which marks the burial 
place of a man remembered by W esterners 
as Hi Jolly. That wasn’t his real name, 
though. His real nam e was Hadji Ali, and 
he was a camel driver from Syria. 
How a Syrian camel driver found his 
final resting place half-a-w orld distant from 
his homeland is the story of one of the 
strangest episodes in American history: the 
great camel experim ent of the 1850s. 
Those were the years in which America 
was preoccupied with settling the West. But 
before the West could be won, a perplexing 
problem had to be solved—the problem of 
transportation across the Southwestern des­ 
ert. The railroad was \ \ to come, and 
waterholes were so far apart as to imperil 
travelers who came on horses or mules. 
It was, appropriately enough, a Navy 
lieutenant who came up with the idea of 
importing camels—those traditional “ships 
of the Sahara”—for desert transportation. 
The lieutenant, Edward F. 
Beale, had 
served under Commodore Robert Stockton 
during the conquest of California. Subse­ 
quently, while he was en route to W ashing­ 
ton with official dispatches, his mule nearly 
died of thirst in the desert. When Beale 
reached the capital, he urged his camel idea 
on Jefferson Davis, then secretary of war 
in the cabinet of President Franklin Pierce. 
Jeff Davis thought the proposal a stroke 
of pure genius. He envisioned camels drink­ 
ing up at the Mississippi, then not needing 
a refill until they reached the Rio Grande. 
Davis sent the plan to Congress, which 
sniffed dubiously, debated lengthily, and 
then appropriated $30,000 for the purchase 
of camels from the Middle East. The first 
load of 34 drom edaries arrived in Texas in 
May. 1856. Shortly afterw ard came 41 more. 
With them came IO native camel drivers, 
including Hadji Ali, or Hi Jolly. 


The camel trains headed west, and things 
went well at first. Carrying heavy burdens, 
the camels plodded stoically—and without 
water—across the hot desert. They traveled 
25 to 30 miles a day. They climbed m oun­ 
tains, swam streams, and were contented 
with a diet of desert vegetation which no 
self-respecting horse or mule would accept. 
All in all. the camels adjusted to the 
American desert as if it were their own. 
Along the route, however, the sight of 
camels a-coming left onlookers startled and 
skeptical. At one stop, an Army major in 
charge of the expedition overheard a by­ 
stander scoffing at the use of camels. 
“Them animals may be big,” said the by­ 
stander, “but I’ll bet they can’t carry much.” 
Forthwith, the m ajor sent for some bales 
of feed. When the feed arrived, he ordered 
a camel to kneel and then loaded two of the 
bales—613 pounds—upon the beast. 
The bystander scoffed again. 
“Bet the camel can’t get up,” he said. 
Whereupon the m ajor piled on two more 
bales—the load now totaled 1,226 pounds— 
and gave the order to rise. The camel rose 
without a trem or and ambled off, looking— 
or so it seemed to those watching him— 
positively smug.

another person called Greek George. 
To replace the runaway natives, U. S. 
Army m uleskinners were assigned to drive 
the camels. They did their best, but the 
techniques which worked on American 
mules were wholly ineffective when applied 
to Middle East camels. 
In the middle of a march, and for no per­ 
ceptible reason, the camels would drop to 
their knees and refuse to get up. The m ule­ 
skinners were powerless to move them The 
camels, which had responded quickly when 
sworn at in Syrian, paid not the slightest 
attention when sworn at in English! 
Nor was that the extent of the problem. 
The rolling, undulating gait of the camels 
made the muleskinners horribly seasick. 
And whenever they encountered horse- or 
m ule-driven freight trains along the trail, 
the horses and mules would stampede in 
pure terror. 
The great camel experiment was getting 
out of hand. And, just about then, the Civil 
War broke out. Jeff Davis went off to be­ 
come president of the Confederacy, and the 
War Departm ent had more important things 
to worry about than camels. 
Bit by bit, the camel herd broke up. A 
few of the animals were shot, some sold, 
the rest turned loose on the desert. 
Hi Jolly became a prospector, driving not 
a camel but a mule. In 1902, he died and 
was buried 
at Quartzite, Ariz. 
Greek 
George went to California, bought a small 
ranch, and lived there until 1915. 
For many years, the camels and their 
descendants roamed the Southwestern des­ 
ert. Now and then, one or two would be 
captured and put to work hauling ore out 
of the mines, but mostly they ran wild. 
Occasionally, they would reappear at the 
edge of a desert settlement. Then cattle 
would stampede, and some newcomer or 
other who had never heard of the camels 
would take one look and solemnly swear

off hard drink for the rest of his life. 
A number of camels showed up in 
Nevada. They became such a nuisance, 
frightening people and livestock, that the 
territorial legislature felt constrained to 
pass a law against them. The law expressly 
prohibited camels from “running at large 
on or about the public highways of the 
State of Nevada.” Punishment for the own­ 
ers thereof (if any, and if they could be 
found): $25 to $100 fine, IO to 30 days in 
the cooler—or both.

e g e n d s g r e w u p around the camels. One 
tale was of a great rust-red beast which 
haunted the west bank of the Colorado 
River and, in the full of the moon, could 
be seen clopping along with a dead man 
lashed to its hump. Another legend in­ 
volved a camel which was said to have 
saved the life of an escaping convict by 
leading him to a desert spring. 
Little by little, the camels died out, the 
victims of white hunters, hungry Indians, 
and predatory coyotes. The last time any­ 
body reported seeing a camel was in 1913. 
An Arizona copper miner said he saw three 
of them and that he gave chase on horse­ 
back, but they got away. 
There are, however, two perm anent re ­ 
minders of the great camel experiment. One 
is Hi Jolly’s monument in the western A ri­ 
zona desert. The other is a rocky eminence 
east of Phoenix called Camelback Mountain. 
An old Indian legend has it that one of 
the camels of the 1850s defied the gods of 
thunder and lightning and, here on this 
spot, was turned to stone. Seen from the 
southwest, Camelback Mountain appears to 
be a gigantic camel squatting on its knees, 
showing not the slightest inclination to 
get up. 
To those who know the curious story of 
Uncle Sam’s intractable camels, this must 
seem very much in character.

How Patty Duke Learned 


On Monday, 
the famed blind and 
deaf educator celebrates her 80th birthday; 
that night, a Broadway audience 
will applaud a child actress who portrays 
Miss Keller at 7—a role 
that required a youngster to understand 
what many adults never do

n e n ig h t during a performance of the Broadway play, 
“The Miracle Worker,” an electric cable broke loose 
backstage, struck a bar. and broke another cable, making a 
terrific racket. People in the audience jumped, and the dog 
in the play let out a yelp. 
But Patty Duke, who acts the role of a seven-year-old 
blind and deaf girl, didn't flinch. Even members of the cast 
had the eerie feeling that Patty really hadn’t heard a sound. 
Patty explained to me; “All I did was to squeeze the little 
dog I was holding. That s why he yelped. Everybody thought 
it was the noise which had scared him. But it was me." 
In the theater, this is called “staying in character.” It s 
also proof that Patty Duke is the outstanding child actress 
of the day. 
Certainly the part she interprets is one of the most difficult 
ever demanded of a child. She is called upon to play young 
Helen Keller, who lost her sight and hearing as a result of 
illness at 20 months. Helen also was believed to have suffered 
serious brain damage, though in fact she had merely shut 
herself off from a world she couldn't understand. 
It was up to Patty to dramatize this tormented withdrawal 
—and also to show how, under skillful guidance, Helen be­ 
gan to em erge as a full-dim ensional person who would go on 
to become one of the most famous women of our time, an

international leader in the rehabilitation of the handicapped. 
To try to understand the inner agonies of Htden, Patty 
began researching into those early years. Research was 
nothing new to the youngster. In 1958. she won $32,000 in the 
popular-music category on the TV quiz show, “The $64,000 
Question.” But the bits Patty collected on H elen’s first years 
didn t give much basis for characterization. Only one fact 
gave Patty an insight into Helen, the child: as a baby, she 
had been precocious. 
At ten months, Helen had been able to say “howdy” and 
had pointed to the tea table and said “tea.’’ Earlier than that, 
she was able to say “water” and was fascinated by shadows. 
Following her tragic illness, she grew up physically strong 
and healthy, but her adoring parents thought her mind was 
gone and consequently spoiled her by giving in to every 
whim and tantrum. 
Patty says: “I decided that whatever approach I took to 
Helen as this difficult child, it had to start with the fact that 
she had an eager mind, that she had been very active.” 
In the beginning, it was so like a game that Patty didn’t 
mind giving up afternoon dancing and swimming sessions 
with her friends. After school, she would go to the apartment 
of her manager. John Ross, and pretend to be blind by clos­ 
ing her eyes and stumbling around the apartment. She would

trip over furniture, misjudge distances, 
bump into the Rosses’ tiny chihuahua Other 
times, she would pretend she was deaf. The 
Rosses would let their telephone ring until 
she trained herself “not to hear it.” 
Then, one day, Ross gave her a copy of a 
television script written about Helen Keller 
“We read it and realized that the part would 
be played with my eyes open," Patty says. 
“I don’t know- why we hadn't thought about 
that before—it was so obvious 
but we 
hadn't. That made it easier. And when I 
found out that Helen was going to have hot 
temper tantrums right on stage. I must ad­ 
mit I really loved the part!” Patty, you set'. 
is a normal mischievous kid as well as a 
mature actress. 
Blind adults often train themselves to 
move their eyeballs in the direction of 
sounds to avoid the characteristic glazed 
stare of the sightless. In reverse, Patty had 
to train herself to stare ahead, unblinking, 
as a blind child does. 
“After a while, things really do go out of 
focus if you don’t blink, and you really be­ 
gin to believe that you live in a blurred 
world,” Patty explains. “That was hard to 
learn. The fun came when the Rosses let me 
practice tumbling around on the floor, fight­ 
ing. They sometimes showed scars after I 
came at them and they didn t get out of my 
way fast enough!” 
As part of her preparation, Patty visited 
a school for the deaf to listen to the tone 
of voice of deaf persons and to watch how 
“it takes every inch of their bodies” to talk 
She also met the four blind girls who were 
going to be in the play. 
At first, trying to be natural with them 
was agony for Patty. Then she learned the 
marvelous and most important lesson of all 
— that they were “just like everybody else.” 
By the time Halloween came along, they 
all dressed up and went “trick-or-treating” 
backstage. Now they are teaching Patty 


Braille; she already has mastered the alpha­ 
bet and short words. 
The externals of acting, however accom­ 
plished, don’t make a fine actress, just a 
mimic. Patty is more than a minnie because 
she has “reached” inside handicapped per­ 
sons as perhaps only a sensitive child can 
At first repelled by their handicaps, she is 
now one with them 
understanding but not 
condescending, sympathetic but not senti­ 
mental. Inner feelings turn Patty Duke into 
young Helen Keller at curtain time more 
than fixed stares or voice tones. In learn­ 
ing this deep understanding, Patty truly 
“learned” her role— and learned something 
few people ever do.

r o o f- o k 
t h is is the number of handi­ 
capped persons who come backstage, 
individually and in groups. Patty is the one 
they most want to see 
or touch. With blind 
people, she has learned to be polite and not 
over-solicitous. With the deaf, she practices 
the manual alphabet and beams like a proud 
pigeon when she makes herself understood. 
Recently I was in the dressing room of 
Anne Bancroft, who stars as Helen's first 
teacher, when Patty knocked on the door 
and asked: “Annie, I have two deaf ladies 
who’d like to meet you. May we come in?” 
When they were introduced. Patty ex ­ 
plained to Anne, “This lady is completely 
deaf; the other one hears a little.” And then 
to me: ‘“They read your lips.” 
In the conversation, a misunderstanding 
came up. and Anne resorted to the manual 
alphabet, at w hich she is expert. Patty tried 
to follow and, not quite so expert, settled 
for letting the ladies teach her sign lan­ 
guage for “thank you” and “good-by.” 
After they had shaken hands, Patty fol­ 
lowed them to the door and made the float­ 
ing gesture which means “good-by. ” One of 
the elderly ladies reached down and hugged 
her. And I felt like hugging her myself.
